Fred Grav es, the prosecuting at­ 
torney of Boone county , who was 
drowned near Lebanon Saturday af­ 
ternoon was well known in this city , 
especially among the members of Co. 
H. 16 1st regiment which was organ­ 
ized here. 
Grav es was a popular 
member of Company H, and enlisted 
under Capt. J . M. Gwinn of this city . 
The body of the y oung man had 
not been found up until y esterday . 
The Indianapolis Star of y esterday 
contained the following report of the 
search being made to recov er Grav es’ 
body : 
“ The bodjr of 
Prosecutor 
Fred 
Grav es, who was drowned in Sugar 
Creek, near 
Darlington, 
Saturday 
afternoon, has not been recov ered. 
A number of men patrolled the banks 
of the stream last night. It was the 
intention of using boats 
and grab 
aooks, but the high water and great 
risk of boats upsetting prev ented the 
work until late this afternoon* when 
the water had gone down considera­ 
bly . 
A sy stematic search, howev er, 
could not be made, and the men fail­ 
ed to recov er the body . 
Tomorrow 
another search will be made. 
If the 
body went ov er the dam, a mile below 
where Grav es sank, it will take sev ­ 
eral day s to drag the creek. 
“ Between 1200 and 1500

were along the creek all day looking

Washington, May 4.—That the "com­ 
modities clause” of the interstate com­ 
merce act of 1906, known as the Hep­ 
burn railroad rate law, is constitution­ 
al, was in effect declared by the su­ 
preme court of the United States. The 
decision was announced by Justice 
White. 
The court reversed and re­ 
manded the decision of the United 
States circuit court, but the only di­ 
rections were to enforce and apply 
the statute as it is now construed.. 
Briefly summarized, the decision of 
the supreme court holds the law to 
be constitutional, but it does not con­ 
cede the contentions of the govern­ 
ment as to its scope. An especial ex­ 
ception was as to the ownership of 
stock in a different, corporation, which 
it was held did not constitute such 
ownership as would prohibit transpor­ 
tation under the terms of the law. 


DECISION’S MEANING 


Attorney General 
W ickersham Gives 


Official View of It. 
Washington, May 4.—Claiming that 
the principle contended for by the 
government had been sustained by the 
supreme court of the United States 
in its opinion just rendered in the 
“commodities clause” case, Attorney 
General Wickersham has authorized 
the following statement, interpreting 
the decision as he understands it. 
“Mr. Justice White's statement in 
announcing the opinion of the supreme 
court in the commodities clause cases 
is in effect that a proper construction 
of the so-called commodities clause, is 
that* it prohibits the transportation 
by railway companies only of commo­ 
dities owned in whole or in part by 
such companies at the time of trans­ 
portation and that it does not prohibit 
them from transporting commodities 
manufactured, mined or produced by 
them previous to such transportation 
which are not owned by them at the 
time of transportation and further 
that it does not apply to transporta­ 
tion of commodities owned by other 
corporations in which the transpor­ 
ting railroad company has a stock 
interest, although congress has the 
power to extend the prohibition to 
the last mentioned clause if it shall 
see fit to exercise it. 
“The recognition of the power in 
congress to extend transportation to 
commodities mined, manufactured or 
produced by a company in which the 
carrier is a stock owner, makes it 
possible for congress by further legis­ 
lation to prevent an evasion of the gen­ 
eral prohibition of the statute which 
might otherwise be resorted to. 
In 
other words, as I understand the opin­ 
ion, it is to the effect that the question 
whether or not a carrier is pYohibited 
from transporting goods which it has 
produced 
or owned 
depends 
upon 
whether it owns or has an interest in 
them at the time cf transportation, 
jlf it has, then the commodities clause 
prohibits the carrier from so transpor­ 
tin g , although if that ownership is 
I only the indirect interest resulting 
from owning capital stock of a cor­ 
poration which owns the goods that 
fact does not operate to prevent it 
fvom transporting.”

Only 
Affect the 
Lackawanna. 
New York, May 4.—The coal carry­ 
ing railroads will be practically un­ 
affected in their business by the de­ 
cision of the supreme court of the 
United States in the commodities case, 
is the opinion of Robert W. De Forest, 
of this city, who was associated with 
John G. Johnson, of Philadelphia, as 
counsel for the companies in the argu­ 
ment of the cases before the court.

Tu rner, o f Lo u isv ille, Iv y ., y ears ag o in 
Washing to n was acqu ainted with Ad­ 
miral Pascu al de Cerv era y To pte, who 
recently died at his ho me in Pu erto 
Heal, in Spain. He was the co mmander 
o f the Spanish fleet which was de­ 
stro y ed by the United States fleet at 
Santiag o de Cu ba. 
It seems the g allant sailo r had all 
his life been a g reat admirer o f Amer­ 
ica and Americans and was v ery anx ­ 
io u s to spend so me time in the United 
States. He was a g reat fav o rite with 
the qu een o f Spain, so when she heard 
o f his desire she immediately had a 
place made fo r him amo ng the Spanish 
diplo mats at Washing to n.
